Emergency office rolls out social networking accounts

When disaster strikes, lo¬ 
cals head to the Informa¬ 
tion Superhighway to 
spread the word, a trend 
that has emergency 
responders following 
close at their heels. 

“It’s immediate, you 
can’t beat it,” said city 
emergency management 
officer Joanne Sheardown. 

Traditional means of get¬ 
ting the message out 
quickly on events like 
fires, floods, storms and ri¬ 
ots have been eclipsed, city 
officials say. The explosion 
of social networking in¬ 
spired the recent creation 
of three online accounts 
for the Edmonton Office of 
Emergency Preparedness, 
which is now on Twitter,

When a violent August 
windstorm felled trees, 
damaged buildings and 
grounded power lines, Ed¬ 
monton’s Twitter hashtag 
(#yeg) became one of the 
social networking site’s 
top 10 trending topics. 

The traffic caught the at¬ 
tention of Emergency Pre¬ 
paredness staff, who decid¬ 
ed to jump into future con¬ 


versations, rather than just 
watch chatter and photos 
of destruction roll in. 

“If Edmontonians are 
looking for information on 
Twitter about incidents, 
they should be able to get 
accurate information from 
the city,” Sheardown said. 

“We have to make it 
easy. That’s what’s so great 
about social networking.” 

The new Facebook group

“We wanted it to be 
more interactive — more 
of a conversation,” she 
said, adding the Facebook 
group is a launch pad for 
discussions.

Delivery rooms 
welcomed 51,443 new res¬

The total is 38 per cent 
higher than the beginning 
of the millennium, when 
37,155 babies were born. 

Celebrity names were 
on the tip of new parents’ 
tongues last year, who 
went home with baby boys 
named Presley, Costello, 
Ericlindross, Obama and 
Sutherland. Girls titled af¬ 
ter famous ladies were 
named Gracy-Kelly, 

Lennon and Sigourney. 

Geographic namesakes 
were also popular for new 
babies, including Bronx, 
Oakland, Reno and Venice 
for boys; and Britain, 
Jerusalem, Persia and 
Tijuana for baby girls. 

Some unique monikers 
included Argyll, Bison, 
Boss, Chaos, Helix, Light¬ 
ning, Morpheous, Thunder 
and Whip for boys; and Al- 
bertarose, Amazyn, Fyre, 
Infmiti, Peanut and 
Whysper for girls. 

Of the 26,390 baby boys 
born to Alberta families, 
355 were named Ethan. Of 
the 25,053 girls, 245 were 
named Olivia.

When an ice-resurfacing 
machine failed at the Rich¬ 
mond speedskating oval, a 
new one was immediately 
brought in, said Furlong. 

“The most important 
thing is that the field of 
play is perfect and that it 
continues to be perfect.” 

“So whatever decisions 
we have to make have to 
take priority over anything 
else.” 

It’s about how the fires 
are being put out, he said, 
not how many there are. 

“What we’re trying to do 
on a daily basis is to take 
the day we’re in and im¬ 
prove on it the day after.”

Small plane deliberately 
flown into Texas building

A software engineer furi¬ 
ous with the U.S. Internal 
Revenue Service plowed 
his small plane into an 
Austin, Texas, office build¬ 
ing housing nearly 200 
federal tax employees on 
Thursday, officials said, 
setting off a raging fire 
that sent workers fleeing 
as thick plumes of black 
smoke poured into the air. 

An official identified the 
pilot as Joseph Stack — 
whose home was set on fire 
just before the crash — and 
said investigators were 
looking at an anti-govern¬ 
ment message on the web 
linked to him. The website 
outlines problems with the 
IRS and says violence “is the 
only answer.” 

Federal law enforcement 
officials have said they were 
investigating whether the 


pilot, who is presumed to 
have died in the crash, 
slammed into the Austin 
building on purpose in an 
effort to blow up IRS offices. 
Crews found two bodies in 
the building Thursday night 


and another two people 
were hospitalized. 

After the plane crashed 
into the building, flames 
shot out, windows exploded 
and workers scrambled to

Homeless survivors 
plagued by rain, mud

A heavy downpour sent 
the throngs living beside 
Haiti’s shattered national 
palace cowering under 
tarps early Thursday as the 
rush of water made much 
of the camp of earthquake 
victims impassable — an 
ominous foretaste of the 
rainy season to some. 

Amputees struggled to 
manoeuvre through mud 
on crutches and wheel¬ 
chairs. Many in the 
makeshift tent cities hous¬ 
ing nearly 600,000 people 
in Haiti’s capital still live 
without even plastic tarps, 
which the international 
community is tiying to get 
to eveiyone by May 1. 

So when the rain comes, 


• The delay in finding perma¬ 
nent housing has caused com¬ 
plications, as evident on a 
boulevard called Route de 
Piste, where a cluster of ram¬ 
shackle villages has taken root. 
The new neighbourhood is 
packed; some 27,000 people 
live there, according to Haitian 

bed sheets spread on sticks 
as protection from the sun 
quickly get soaked and 
people move in temporari¬ 
ly with neighbours who 
have waterproof tents. The 
lucky actually have beds 
off the ground. “It’s hard 
to keep my kids clean.

Soldiers storm 
Niger palace; 
leader missing 


Niamey Renegade soldiers 
in armoured vehicles 
stormed Niger’s presiden¬ 
tial palace with a hail of 
gunfire during broad day¬ 
light Thursday in an 
apparent coup attempt in 
the West African nation. 

Militaiy music played on 
state radio later in the 
evening — the same music 
that aired after two previ¬ 
ous coups in the late 1990s 
— and the strongman 
president’s whereabouts 
was unknown. 
Government officials 
could not be reached for 
comment. 

Smoke rose from the 
palace complex and the 
echo of machine-gunfire 
for at least 20 minutes 
sent residents running for 
cover, emptying the desert 
country’s downtown 
boulevards at midday. 

Traore Amadou, a local 
journalist who was in the 
presidency when the 
shooting began, said Presi¬ 
dent Mamadou Tandja was 
kidnapped by mutinous 
troops. It was unclear if 
the septuagenarian leader 
was still at the palace. 

Tandja first took power 
in democratic elections in 
1999 that followed an era 
of coups. But instead of 
stepping down as mandat¬ 
ed by law on Dec. 22, he 
pushed through a new 
constitution that removed 
term limits and gave him 
near-totalitarian powers. 
Niger has become increas¬ 
ingly isolated since then.

would be the first to 
admit that it’s a lot 
easier to say the city 
should do this and 
that than it is to actu¬ 
ally be responsible for get¬ 
ting things done. Cities 


are increasingly complex 
entities and are, therefore, 
more and more difficult to 
manage and finance. 

Cities are the poor 
cousins of the federal and 
provincial governments 
when it comes to rev¬ 
enues. 

Property and business 
taxes were enough to do 
the trick when cities had a 
much smaller role to play 
in peoples’ lives. But now 
cities are expected to do a 
whole lot more than clean 
and police the streets. 


Cities play a much larger 
role in the provision of so¬ 
cial services and commu¬ 
nity housing than they 
once did. In order to do 
that, cities must rely on 
the largesse of the other 
two forms of government. 

Trying to finance a 21st- 
century city using a 19th- 
century form of taxation 
is daunting at best. The 
end result is a whole lot of 
taxes disguised as 
drainage fees, laneway up¬ 
grade fees, sidewalk re¬ 
placement fees and a 


whole lot of other fees 
that cover what was once 
expected to be paid for 
through our home and 
business taxes. 

At best, property taxes 
are inherently unfair. The 
assumption is there is a di¬ 
rect relationship between 
the value of your home 
and your ability to pay a 
higher level of tax. Not al¬ 
ways true. Just ask those 
on fixed incomes who 
have seen their property 
values rise during the last 
few years. 


It’s time for cities to be¬ 
gin lobbying for the right 
to tax the income of their 
residents. There are cer¬ 
tainly cities in the United 
States that have used an 
income tax to fund their 
operations, so we have 
some models to look at. If 
Canadian cities had their 
own income tax regimes, 
at the very least it would 
be a more progressive 
form of taxation. As with 
provincial and federal tax¬ 
es, the more you earn the 
more you would pay. 


I suspect that all of us 
would pay a whole lot 
more attention to what 
our city was doing if we 
had to pay a civic income 
tax bill. One of the other 
benefits would be that all 
services would be fi¬ 
nanced by income tax and 
we would all have a much 
better idea of how much 
we are actually paying to 
live in our fair city.

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The allure of GPS programming while driving

Here in Vancouver, hordes 
of people have descended 
for the Olympics. Most out- 
of-towners are wandering 
through the streets on foot 
— but some brave souls 
have decided to battle the 
traffic in vehicles. And to 
help navigate the way to 
Olympic venues, a trusty 
GPS directs tourists to 
Whistler, Richmond and 
elsewhere. 

Fortunately, a lot of these 


drivers have a passenger in 
the car to plug in directions. 
But a CBC Marketplace poll 
found — across Canada — 
that’s often not the case. Al¬ 
most half the time (47 per 
cent), drivers said they per¬ 
sonally program their navi¬ 
gation devices while the car 
is in motion — dangerous 
because 80 per cent of car 
accidents happen when 
drivers take their eyes off 
the road. 

And check out the latest 
statistics from police. In On¬ 
tario, lawmakers made it il¬ 
legal as of Feb. 1 to use a 
handheld device (like cell¬ 
phones and a GPS) while 
driving. In Toronto alone, in 
the first week of Februaiy, 
cops handed out 1,499 tick¬ 
ets under the “distracted 


driving law.” 

And why are people pro¬ 
gramming on the go? Be¬ 
cause they can. Makers of 
portable GPS devices say 
they’re not responsible if 
people don’t drive safely. 
When it comes to a GPS 
built right into a vehicle, 
some automakers offer GPS 
systems that lock out driv¬ 
ers from programming 
while the car is in motion 
— some don’t. 

“We looked at what’s re¬ 
quired to use that system, 
and we found that certain 
tasks, like entering a desti¬ 
nation, are more difficult 
and should be done when a 
vehicle is stopped,” said Tom 
O’Dell, GM Canada’s manag¬ 
er of technical planning. 

Transport Canada has 


known for years that pro¬ 
gramming a GPS while driv¬ 
ing may be a hazard. In 
2003, it was looking at 
whether or not to regulate 
the use of these devices in 
moving vehicles. But no 
deal was ever made with 
the makers of GPS devices 
built into cars (and the 
agency has no mandate 
over the portable naviga¬ 
tors). 

Back to those Olympic 
tourists and their GPS’s ... 
there is one other place the 
devices fall short. If drivers 
are looking for the road to 
gold, only the athletes 
know how to get there.

Gas, transportation costs drive numbers up 


Canada’s inflation rate 
shot up to attention-grab¬ 
bing levels last month as 
higher prices for cars, gas 
and vehicle insurance 
pushed the consumer price 
index to a 14 -month high. 

All the inflation indica¬ 
tors rose in January: The 
overall consumer price in¬ 
dexjumping by more than 
half-a-point to 1.9 per 
cent, the Bank of Canada’s 
core index hit two per 
cent and the month-to- 
month index increased 0.3 
per cent. 

January’s increase 
means the annual rate has 
gone from minus 0.9 per 
cent to a positive 1.9 per 
cent in four months. 

Scotia Capital econo¬ 
mist Derek Holt said the 
“stickiness” of underlying 


core inflation may cause 
Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney to consider 
moving off his conditional 
commitment to keep in¬ 
terest rates at historic 
lows until July. 

What will be worrying 
Carney is that prices 
didn’t drop as much as ex¬ 
pected during the crisis 
last year and may now 
outpace expectations dur¬ 
ing the recovery, Holt 
said. 

“The bank has pretty 
much all the rationale to 
hike now,” Holt said. 

He noted that markets 
have freed up, there’s 
been a resumption in job 
creation and the econom¬ 
ic growth in the fourth 
quarter is thought to have 
approached four per cent. 


In addition, Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty an¬ 
nounced this week that 
the government will tight¬ 
en the rules for mortgage 
borrowers — describing 
the move as a means to 
prevent home buyers 
from getting too far into 
debt and to thwart real-es¬ 
tate speculation while in¬ 
terest rates are exception¬ 
ally low.

Changes will impact some home buyers 


Some Canadians in expen¬ 
sive real estate markets 
may have to change their 
game plans for buying a 
first home because of new 
rules announced this week 
by the federal 
government. 

While the changes are 
unlikely to be a deterrent 
for most Canadians, it 
could make it harder for 
those on the fringes to 
qualify for mortgages, in¬ 
dustry observers say. 

“You’ll have the odd 
marginal purchaser who 
might be affected by this, 
but I think that these are 
reasonable ways to keep 
spending in check,” says 
Dale Ripplinger, president

of the Canadian Real Es¬ 
tate Association and a real¬ 
tor in Regina. 

The changes are de¬ 
signed to prevent Canadi¬ 
ans from taking on too 
much debt ahead of ex¬ 
pected interest rate in¬ 
creases later this year. It’s a 
situation that contributed 
to the housing crisis in the 


United States. 

“If you can’t qualify for a 
five-year fixed (mortgage) 
in terms of your total debt 
servicing, then maybe you 
shouldn’t be buying a 
house to begin with,” says 
Jim Murphy the Canadian 
Association of Accredited 
Mortgage Professionals. 

As of April 19, all bor¬ 
rowers must meet the re¬ 
quirements of five-year 
fixed-rate mortgages, even 
if they opt for lower vari¬ 
able rates. 

The change would raise 
the income required to 
purchase a house, but not 
necessarily monthly pay¬ 
ments.

Canada was stymied for 
much of the game by Jonas 
Hiller in the Swiss goal. 
Martin Brodeur stopped all 
four Swiss shooters while 
Crosby scored on Canada’s 
fourth shot to secure the 
win before a sea of red- 
and-white clad Canadian 
fans at Canada Hockey 
House. 

“I looked forward to that 
chance and am glad I 
made the most of it,” Cros¬ 
by said of scoring the 
shootout winner. 

It was the fourth an¬ 
niversary of Canada’s ago¬ 
nizing 2-0 loss at the 2006 
Games when they were 
stoned by goalie Martin 
Gerber, who missed these 
Games with an injury.

Some listen to fire 
themselves up, 
while others try to 
block out the venue’s sound 
system, which continuously 
blasts music at the base of 
the pipe, even during an 
Olympic event. 

But not every rider wears 


headphones when they sail 
down the halfpipe. 

Justin Lamoureux, who 
finished seventh in Wednes¬ 
day’s Olympic halfpipe fi¬ 
nal, never listens to tunes 
during competition. 

“I was just getting the en¬ 
ergy from the crowd,” the 
Squamish, B.C. resident said 
after the event. 

“It’s pretty much the 
chance of a lifetime to have 
the Olympics at home, in 
my backyard ... so I just 
wanted to hear the roar.”

Yes, the fascination with 
winning is healthy and 
something to be expected 
for fans of home country 
athletes. 

But failing to recognize 
the performances of those 
who haven’t claimed a 
medal is something to be 
avoided.

For someone who had 
just gutted out a 
sensational come-from- 
behind finish to capture 
Canada’s third gold by 
only the squeakiest of 
margins, speed skater 
Christine Nesbitt is pret¬ 
ty darn hard on herself. 

“ft wasn’t pretty,” said 
Nesbitt, who beat Dutch 
silver medalist Annette 
Gerritsen by the razor- 
thin edge of her skate in 
the women’s 1,000-metre 
long track in Richmond 
Thursday. 

She won the race by a 
mere 0.02 of a second and 
was visibly disappointed 
as she glanced at her time 
on the scoreboard. 

She said she didn’t 
think her time would 
stand through the final 
pairing and said after¬ 
wards that she, “didn’t 


come to the Games to win 
bronze.” 

Nesbitt’s scathing and 
unflinching self critique - 
“I love criticizing myself,” 
she admitted — has trans¬ 
formed the 24-year-old 
from London, Ont., into 
the fastest 1,000m skater 
in the world. 

Nesbitt has won all four 
World Cups this year in 
the 1,000m and held the 
fastest personal time 
among the skaters. 

She was the odds-on 
favourite, but succumbed 
to jitters at the start of the 
race in front of the loud 
hometown crowd. 

“I was really nervous,” 
Nesbitt said. 

“When the gun went 
off, instead of skating, I 
just kind of panicked.” 

Nesbitt slipped on her 
second or third step and 
immediately fell out of 
rhythm. 

She was leading her pair 
at the 200-metre mark, 


but quickly realized she 
was off-pace. 

“I knew I wasn’t skating 
very well and I felt, with a 
lap to go, that the crowd 
went silent, or went a lit¬ 
tle bit quieter when they 
saw how far behind I was.” 

It was then, however, 
that the long hours of 
training and preparing 
mentally took over. 

She drove from about 
10th position at the 600- 
metre mark to finish first. 
The crowd erupted when 
she crossed the finish. 

Kristina Groves, who 
captured a bronze in Sun¬ 
day’s 3,000-metre, fin¬ 
ished the race fourth, 
missing the podium by 
0.06 of a second, behind 
Dutch bronze-medalist 
Laurine van Riessen. 

“That’s what it is,” said 
Groves. 

“I was lucky the other 
way the other day: 0.03 to 
get the bronze. That’s the 
way it goes.”

Australian Mia Wasikows- 
ka might not be particular¬ 
ly well known now, but 
that’s all about to change. 

The actress was the sur¬ 
prise choice to play the titu¬ 
lar Alice In Wonderland in 
the upcoming 3-D adapta¬ 
tion by director Tim Burton. 

That’s a pretty iconic 
character and giant film to 
take on for a 19-year-old 
with little blockbuster expe¬ 
rience, but an opportunity 
that Wasilcowska couldn’t 
resist. 

“There’s a certain amount 
of pressure that comes with 
playing a character who is 
beloved by so many genera¬ 
tions,” Wasilcowska admit¬ 
ted to Metro. “But you just 
have to keep in mind that 
you can’t really please 
eveiyone. It was really im¬ 


portant to remember that 
we were making our ver¬ 
sion of Alice and to stick 
with our version. That’s 
something that Tim and I 
started talking about veiy 
early on.” 

Tim Burton has 
taken a slightly 
different ap¬ 
proach to the 
material 
than expect¬ 
ed and 
Wasilcowska 
promises that 
audiences will 
get a new inter¬ 
pretation of Lewis 
Carroll’s classic world 
and characters. 

“Alice is 19 in our story, so 
she’s a very different person 
than she was when she was 
seven,” revealed Wasilcows- 
lca. “She comes back to

Wonderland 
without any recol¬ 
lection of the previ¬ 
ous visit at that age when 
young women all of a sud¬ 
den face new expectations 
from their family and socie¬ 
ty. So this movie is about 
trying to hold onto yourself 
amongst that and trying to 


figure out the balance be¬ 
tween pleasing others and 
pleasing yourself.” 

Sounds just like the sort 
of tale of outsiders fighting 
for individuality that we’ve 
come to expect from Burton 
in films like Edward Scis- 
sorhands and Ed Wood. 

To achieve the strange al¬ 


most living cartoon visual 
design that Burton was 
striving for, practically all of 
the film was shot on a green 
screen with most of the sets 
and even some characters 
animated with computers 
later. 

It was a filmmaking expe¬ 
rience unlike anything

Wasikowska had done be¬ 
fore and one she admits to 
finding quite odd. 

“It was bizarre to shoot in 
that kind of environment.

The movie will inevitably 
be a career-changing proj¬ 
ect for Wasikowska who 
has quickly gone from an 
up-and-comer to an actress 
whose likeness is plastered 
on billboards and children’s 
toys.

The directors of Romania’s 
so-called New Wave have 
all dealt in some way with 
the dark legacy of dictator 
Nicolae Ceausescu, but 
Corneliu Porumboiu’s film 
manifests a particularly 
sophisticated analysis. 

As in his previous come¬ 
dy 12:08 East of Bucharest, 
Poromboiu emphasizes 
stasis and duration, struc¬ 
turing his story of an un¬ 
dercover cop (Dragos Bu¬ 
cur) tailing a teenaged 
hashish dealer as a series 
of drawn-out, repetitive 
scenes — the better to call 
attention to the subtle 


variations therein. 

There are some who 
find these effects stifling, 
but patient, attentive 
viewers will understand 
that Poromboiu’s deadpan 
style lines up perfectly 
with the experience of his 
protagonist: Cristi’s senses 
are being gradually dead¬ 
ened by his surveillance 
detail. Gradually, his bore¬ 
dom mutates into some¬ 
thing deeper and more 
anxious: he’s worried that 
his quarry’s transgres¬ 
sions don’t line up with 
the impending punish¬ 
ment (a suspicion rein¬ 
forced by a conversation 
with his girlfriend about 
Romania’s shifting legal 
topography). 

Cristi is hardly the first 
movie cop to suffer such 
pangs of conscience. 

But Police, Adjective is 
almost certainly the first 
cop movie to pivot on the 
official definition of the 
term.

For years, Martin Scorsese 
has admitted his desire to 
have worked in old Holly¬ 
wood; when directors 
were hired hands who 
nimbly changed subjects 
and genres from film to 
film. 

Shutter Island sees the 
director slipping into this 
mode, taking on a thriller 
with all the familiar trap¬ 
pings of the genre. While 
the movie does provide the 
requisite suspense and en¬ 
tertainment, Scorsese also 
adds his distinct touch to 
the project, making this B- 


movie veer dangerously 
close to becoming an A 
picture. 

If he weren’t such a tal¬ 
ented personal filmmaker, 
this guy would be one hell 
of journeyman director. 

Shutter Island stars 
Leonardo DiCaprio in his 
fourth consecutive collabo¬ 
ration with Scorsese. 

Despite a wonky accent, 
it’s one of DiCaprio’s finest 
hours as an actor, even 
though multiple viewings 
are necessaiy to appreciate 
all the levels of his per¬ 
formance. He plays a trou¬ 
bled detective assigned to 
finding a missing patient 
in a secluded mental insti¬ 
tution. As is always the 
case in these movies, noth¬ 
ing is as it seems. 

The initially helpful hos¬ 
pital staff lead by Ben 
Kingsley becomes increas¬ 
ingly suspicious as Di¬ 
Caprio’s recurring night¬ 
mares start manifesting 


themselves in the daytime. 
It all builds towards a big 
twist that is easy to predict, 
but one that carries a sur¬ 
prising emotional weight 
and context that’s not quite 
so easy to see coming. 

Scorsese clearly had a 
ball slumming it with this 
genre outing. The movie is 


filled with loving refer¬ 
ences to films of the past 
and impeccably construct¬ 
ed cinematic set pieces. 

It’s a movie that de¬ 
mands multiple viewings 
as the first round will play 
like classy genre fun with a 
devastating kick in the 
pants, while the second 


viewing will feel more like 
a tragedy. 

Whether or not audi¬ 
ences will devote that 
much time to what seems 
like little more than fleet¬ 
ing entertainment remains 
to be seen, but Scorsese is 
not filmmaker interested 
in cheap thrills. 


Shutter Island is certain¬ 
ly not the director’s best 
work, but it does prove 
that he is incapable of 
making a movie without 
the thought and care of a 
master.

Smith shoots for 'real'

He may have made nine 
movies to date, but 
filmmaker Kevin Smith 
considers his latest come¬ 
dy to be his first “real” di¬ 
recting job. 

“I’m not a filmmaker,” in¬ 
sisted Smith. “I’m a guy 
who rips open his chest, 
pulls out fatty chunks of his 
heart, puts it on a platter, 
projects it and goes, ‘You 
get it?”’ 

Not only has that 
vulnerability 
earned the New 
Jersey writer/di¬ 
rector a dedicat¬ 
ed following 
since his debut 
with Clerks but 
after the disap¬ 
pointing release 
2008’s Zaclc and Miri 
Make a Porno, it nearly left 
him devastated. 

“I thought I was dead,” 
said Smith regarding the 
film’s sluggish opening. “I 
thought that either internet 
(fans) or Canada would take 
a hit out on me for ruining 
Seth Rogen’s career. Merci¬ 
fully, by the end of the 
weekend we were able to 
get up to a $10 million 
opening but even that was 
anemic ... I was like ‘I give 
up.’” 

In the aftermath, Smith 
retreated and took up an in-

terest in 
hockey (he 
now loves 
the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers) 
which he ac¬ 
knowledges 
led him “to sal¬ 
vation in some 
weird way.” 

Further bolstered by two 
sold-out speaking engage¬ 
ments in Toronto, Smith re¬ 
alized that he needed to 
step away from his own 
scripts and re-establish a 
new niche in Hollywood. 
Kismet or coincidence, he 
soon got the offer to direct 
Cop Out — a Bruce 
Willis/Tracy Morgan buddy 
comedy written by Robb 
and Mark Cullen. 

“It’s so weird to take such 
a long journey just to get to 
the middle,” said Smith. 


“Like I wanted to do some¬ 
thing which in one way or 
another could be defined as 
average. I was used to tear¬ 
ing my heart out, bleeding 
and putting it into art and 
this was not that. This was 
just let’s make a movie. 
Wouldn’t it be fun to make 
a movie? 

As it turns out it was fun. 
And although Smith will 
soon return to directing his 
own script (a hockey movie 
no less!), the roller-coaster 
experience has left him feel¬ 
ing refreshed. 

“I could see where some 
person could get lost in 
this,” said Smith. “(With) 
making other people’s 
movies, there’s no chance 
for heartbreak. Whatever 
happens to Cop Out now, I 
know that I did the best job 
I possibly could.”

‘Death by misadventure’ Try keeping it 

The legacy of AC/DC's Bon Scott lives on 30 years after death short and tweet

“You can stick your nine to 
five living and your collar 
and your tie. You can stick 
your moral standards 
cause it’s all a dirty lie." 

Bon Scott knew it, lived it 
and died by it. 

Millions of AC/DC fans 
will spend this Friday 
marking the 30th anniver¬ 
sary of Scott’s “death by 
misadventure” as the Lon¬ 
don coroner pronounced. 
On Feb. 19,1980, the Scot¬ 
tish-born singer was 
found in a car after a 
night of hard drinking, 
dead of acute alcohol poi¬ 
soning at age 33. 

Fans around the world 
have been flocking to Fre¬ 
mantle, Western Australia 
to pay their respects at his 
final resting place, report¬ 
edly the most visited 
grave in that country and 
a national heritage site. 


For good reason too: If 
school-uniform clad gui¬ 
tarist Angus Young was 
the face of AC/DC, then 
Scott gave the band its 
cavalier damn-the-rules- 
and-have-fun ethos, deliv¬ 
ered with his trademark 
bare-chested rock ’n’ roll 
strut. 

All the more tragic that 
Scott’s death coincided 
with AC/DC finally getting 
the recognition it de¬ 
served after years of cult 
status. Highway To Hell, 
released in 1979, went 
platinum seven times 
over and was the band’s 
first album to break into 
the U.S. Top 100, catapult¬ 
ing AC/DC to superstar¬ 
dom among the world’s 
top hard rock acts. 

The approach stayed 
the same as ever: Unso¬ 
phisticated pulse-pound¬ 
ing riffs accompanied 
Scott’s powerful and at 
times self-deprecating 
working man’s sensibility

It 
truly is a long way to the 
top, if you wanna rock ’n’ 
roll. Luckily for AC/DC, he 
played a big part in get¬ 
ting them there. 

“I ain’t to old to die, but 
I sure am hard to beat,” 
Bon Scott once declared 
on track Ride On. Amen 
to that.
